Tax Relief for Lake Countians 
Sought by Rep. Jack Bairstow

Relief from the "staggering bur- 
den of real estate taxes" in Lake 
county, particularly in that slice of 
tax melon which supports the public 
schools, will be sought in the next 
session of the Illinois General as- 
sembly. 

---Veteran State Rep. Jack E. Bair- 
stow (D- Waukegan) will outline the 
proposed enactments in talks before 
various civic organizations in the 
county before the primary election 
of April 12. 

Basically, Bairstow said, school 
tax relief for Lake county can be 
obtained through creation of unit 
school districts which would reduce 
the present number of districts in 
the county. 

In 1947 the state legislature start- 
ed a program to consolidate school 
districts throughout the state. The 
device used was a bonus of state 
aid to unit districts over the amount 
these districts would receive if they 
were separate. 

IN LAKE county, Bairstow said, 
creation of unit districts has been 
stymied by Section 12 of the Rev- 
enue Article of the constitution of 
1870 which limits the indebtedness 
of a school district to 5 per cent of 
the taxable property. 

Bairstow cited a hypothetical 
area, with an assessed valuation of 
$20,000,000, in which the high school 
and grade school boundaries were 
co-extensive. 

He computed what these districts 
would receive in state school aid 
under a formula which requires 
grade and high school districts to 
apply 54 cents for the qualifying 
rate, while in the unit districts 87 
cents was required. 

For the distribution of state funds 
there are flat grants of $47 for aver- 
age daily attendance for high 
schools. 

When this formula was applied, 
the total state aid to the grade 
school districts was $270,000 and to 
the high school district $18,000, for 
a total of $288,000. 

Applying the same formula as a 
unit district, «the same area would 
receeive $370,000. or a total of $82,- 
000 more from the state than they 
would receive as separate districts.

tained for Lake county, Bairstow 
said. It would entail revision of the 
revenue article to allow school dis- 
tricts to become indebted to an 
amount not exceeding 10 per cent 
of the district's taxable property. 

Bairstow, who is a candidate for 
his fifth consecutive term in the 
general assembly from Lake county, 
emphasized that this move would not 
increase the total bonding power 
of local school districts since each 
separate district now is allowed 
5 per cent. 

The combined bonding power for 
the unit or consolidated district 
would total the same as that for 
the separate districts. 

Since the Illinois school equaliza- 
tion fund comes from general reve- 
nue and the sales tax, this bonus 
to unit districts could help to re- 
lieve the burden of real estate taxes 
in Lake county, Bairstow said. 

He emphasized that pressure must 
be brought upon gubernatorial can- 
didates and others in the state legis- 
lative body to make every effort to 
obtain a revision of the revenue 
article in the next legislature.

Item &— Personal Effects. There 
was much discussion .on whether 
these properties should be assessed 
or not— but after taking a vote and 
receiving the opinion of every town- 
ship assessor represented ( Wauke- 
gan the only absentee) it was de- 
cided to 'assess as before. No change 
contemplated at this time. 

Items 10 and II— Machinery and 
Merchandise. These items are to 
be returned by the local assessors 
at the value as near to last year's 
final value as possible. Here again, 
is the responsibility of the township 
assessors. 

Items 12-13-14-16-18. Unchanged 
from last year. Thes include cash, 
credits, stocks and bonds, other per- 
sonal property, capital stock, foreign 
and alien insurance companies. 

The return on a personal property 
tax. assessment of $180 will just 
barely pay for the cost of process- 
ing, and so the assessors at the meet- 
ing agreed to use a value of $200 as 
the minimum assessment. 
' If a taxpayer's total assessment 
adds up to less than $200 he will not 
be taxed for personal property for 
1960. f 

Any changes 'effective this year 
are made not to confuse the public, 
but to make even and equitable the 
assessment in all the townships in 
the county. 

The assessors, the board of review, 
and the supervisor of assessments 
want to make the assessment the 
most equal assessment in the his- 
tory of the county and to improve 
the equality with each passing year.
